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THE  MORE  IMPORTANT  RECORDS  EOR  APRIL  . ■ 

By  the  middle  of  April  hatching  of  the  lesser  migratory  grasshopper 
was  ahout  complete  in  Yioma  County,  Ariz.  Less  than  1 percent  of  the  eggs 
of  this  species  had  hatched  hy  this  time  in  the  Panhandle  ar.ea.s  of  Okla- 
homa and  Texas.  No  ha.tching' ha,d  occurred  in  the  northern  half  of  KansG,s. 

Diiring  the  first  week  in  the  month  Mormon  crickets  were  reported  as 
having  hatched  in  parts  of  South  Dakota,  Wyoming,  Montanaiand  Idaho.  Egg 
hatching  started  in  Utah  and  Nevada,  at  the  end  of  March  and  on  the  Pacific 
coast  during  the  last  v/eek  in  Fehruary.  In  Franklin  County,  Wash.,  "by  the 
third  week  in  Aoril  capproximately  80  percent  of  the  crickets  were  in  the 
sixth  instar  and  popul-ations  ran  as  high  a.s  100  per  square  yard. 

The  arm^y  cutworm  was  in  destructive  numhers  over  a wide  a.rea  extending 
from  Montana  a,nd  Idaho  southward  to  Utah  and  Colorado  and  eastward  to  Nebr- 
aska a.nd  Kansas,  In  Oregon  the  western  army  cutworm  seriously  damaged 
5,000  acres  of  grain  land  and  800  acres  of  grain. 

Damage  by  Ma,y  beetles  was  reported  from  the  East  Central  States  from. 
Ohio  to  Mississippi.  In  some  places  dama,ge  to  tree  foliage  was  appreciable. 

During  the  second  week  in  April  chinch  bugs  started  leaving  ^winter 
Quarters  in  Indiania,  Adults  in  small  grain  viere  observed  in  Oklahoma  dur- 
ing the  same  v;eek. 

Greenbug  ivas  reported  as  doing  considera.ble  damage  to  small  grain  dur- 
ing the  third  week  in  April  in  Oklahoma  and  wa.s  very  abundant  in  small  grain 
in  parts  of  Kentuckj^, 

Late  in  the  month  nea  a,phid  was  reported  as  becoming  quite  abundant 
in  the  coasto.l  and  E,astern  Shore  areas  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  and  from 
moderate  to  severe  damege  to  alfalfa  was  reported  over  a wide  area  extend- 
ing westward  to  Illinois  and  Wisconsin  a,nd  southward  to  Mississiupi  and 
Oklahoma.  Renorts  were  also  received  from  Colorado,  Utah,  and  Oregon, 

Clover  leaf  weevil  was  generally  abundant  in  the  East  Central  States 
and  in  parts  of  Virginia, 

Codling  moth  passed  the  winter  ’yith  but  low  mortality  over  the  greater 
part  of  its  range.  Pupation  Wcos  well  under  way  by  the  third  v/eek  of  April 
in  Nevr  York,,  Indiana.,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  and  Kansas,  The  first 
moth  of  the  spring  brood  was  observed  on  April  l4,  in  Vfeshington,  3 days 
earlier  than  last  year. 
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Throughout  tlie  England  and  Middle  Atlantic  States  tent  cater- 
pillar was  generally  reported,  in  sone  nieces  "being  in  destructive  num-. 
"bers,- 

Yarious  aphids  attacking  deciduous  fruit  trees  were  appearing  in 
moderate  to  large  num'bers  in  the  Middle  Atlantic,  New  England,  and  East 
Central  States.  The  apple  grain  a'ahid  "began  hatching  in  New  York  State 
as  e^^rlv  as  April  9 during  this  same  I'lreek  was  hatching  in  Wisconsin, 

Eggs  of  Comstock’s  mealy'bug  "began  hatching  in  Al"bemarle  Countv,  Ya,, 
on  April  21,  11  days  earlier  than  last  year* 

Europeon  red  mite  "began  hatching  in  New  York  State  and.  Pennsylvania 
during  the  third  week  in  April,  The  insect  seams  to  "be  prevalent  from  New 
England  westward  to  Michigan, 

Adult  plum  curculios  "began  leaying  hi"berno,tion  quarters  in  large  num- 
hers  during  th--’  first  week  in  April  in  Georgia,  the  peak  of  emergence  "be- 
ing reached  "by  the  middle  of  the  month.  The  first  adult  to  "be  taken  in 
Pennsylvania  was  collected  on  April  15  and  the  first  in  Illinois  on  April 
22. 


Citrus  aphidwas  heavily  infesting  new  grov/th  over  a considera'ble  area 
in  Plorida,  The  infestation  was  said  to  he  the  heauiest  since  1925* 

Yege table  weevil  was  reported  as  doing  some  damage  throughout  the 
South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  States, 

Potato  tuber  moth  was  reported  for  the  first  time  in  Minnesota,  All 
specimens  v/ere  in  potato  storages, 

Dp.ring  the  third  week  in  the  month  the  first  Mexican  bean  beetle  was 
found  in  the  Norfolk  area  of  Yirgi.nia.  A"'aout  the  same  time  the  first  adult 
of  the  bean  leaf  beetle  was  found  in  this  area.  Southward  to  Mississippi 
this  species  was  rather  plentiful  and  damaging  beans. 

Unusually  severe  infestations  of  asparagus  beetle  were  reported  from 
South  Carolina  and  Washington. 

Strawberry  root  w^eevil  was  doing  severe  damage  to  strawberries  in 
Washington  State,  a’ld  the  strauberry  weevil  v;as  seriously  infesting 
strawberries  in  Kentucky, 

The  tobacco  flea  beetle  was  severely  injuring  tobacco  plant  beds  dur- 
ing the  third  week  in  April  in  South  Carolina  and  v/as  more  abundant  on 
newrly  set  plants  in  Florida,  than  usual. 

Boll  weevils  v/err?  in  flirdit  in  Louisiana  during-  the  first  v/eek  in 
April,  They  were  gener.allv  active  in  hi"herna,tion  cages  over  the  Cotton 
Belt  -during  this  week. 
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Spring  cankerworms  were  defoliating  orclinrds  in  central  Okla,homa  dur- 
ing the  third  week  in  the  month,  Thev  poopeorecl  in  outhrecak  numbers  in  the 
vicinity  of  Dallas,  Tex.,  during  the  first  week  in  the  month. 

During  the  month  the  elm  leaf  beetle  was  generally  prevalent  through- 
out Nev/  England  anr!  southward  to  Pennsylvania,  Adults  were  particularly 
troublesome,  entering  houses. 

White  nine  vreevil  was  generally  reported  as  being  abund?mt  throughout 
ITew  England  and  New  York, 

American  dog  tick  began  a.pnearing  about  the  middle  of  Anril  in  the 
South  Atlantic  States  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  was  heavily 
infesting  dogs  by  the  end  of  the  month.  No  cases  of  spotted  fever  have  been 
renorted. as  yet  in  the  Eastern  States, 

Screwworm  flies  are  occurring  in  enormous  nujnbers  in  southern  Tex.as. 
Infestati"^n  of  very  young  calves  is  as  high  as  10  percent  in  some  countt^eg  .

GENERAL  FEEDERS 
GRASSHOPPERS  (Acrididae) 

Arizona,  B,  M. Gaddis  and  assistants  (April  6-12):  Melanoplus  mexicanus 
Sauss.  is  the  only  species  of  major  importance  now  present  in  the 
crop  area  of  Yuma  County.  Hatching  is  about  complete,  with  the  stages 
in  development. ranging  from  first  instar  to  adult.  First  adult  was 
reported  to  have  been  observed  in  the  south  Gila  Valley  area  of  Yuma 
County  on  April  g.  Populations  in  alfalfa  fields  range.'.'from  less  than 
1 to  45  per  square  yard,  with  concentrations  in  localized  areas  of 
some  fields  ranging  into  hundreds  per  square  yard.  Damage  to  alfalfa 
already  is  evident  in  some  fields.  Populations  in  the  Gila  Bend  and 
Arlington' di strict s of  western  Maricopa  County  range  from  less  than 
1 to  more  than  5 per  square  yard,  (Auril  I3-I9)!  Hatching  of  the 
dominant  species,  M,  mexicanus,  is  novr  a,lraost  complete  in  Yuma  County 
and  most  of  them  are  in  the  third  and  fourth  instars,  Nj/mphs  have  be- 
come well  scattered  throughout  alfalfa  fields.  In  Maricopa  County 
populrations  per  souare  yard  are  very  lev;  in  most  instances. 

Kansas.^  (April  13-19)!  Practicall'^  no  hatching  has  occurred  in  Kansas 
north  and  v'est  of  Great  Bend.  The  peak  of  the  hatch  in  this  area  is 
not  expected  to  occur,  even  v;ith  favorable  weather,  prior  to  May  7* 

The  weather  has  been  more  favorable  toward  egg  development  in  south- 
ern Kansas,  where  M,  mexicanus  and  Aeoloplus  turnbullii  Thos,  have 
been  hatching  in  very  light  numbers  in  the  more  favored  environments 
during  the  v;eek.  Ha.tch  at  present  is  less  than  1 percent  complete. 


Oklahoma  and  Texas.  (April  13~19)!  ^gg  development  in  the  Panhandle 

areas  of  Oklahoma  and  Texas  has  been  favored  by  weather  conditions 
and  M.  mexicanus  and  A.  turnbullii  v;ere  reported  to  be  ha.tching  in 
very  light  numbers  in  favored  environments  during  the  v;eek;  however, 
the  hatch  is  less  than  1 percent  complete.  Grasshopper  nymphs  were 
reported  to  be  hatching  along  ditch  banks  and  fence  rows  adjacent 
to  v;heat  in  Ochiltree  and  Hansford  Counties,  Tex.  The  dominant 
species  observed  was  Aulocara  elliotti  Thos.  M,  mexicanus  nymphs  were 
found  at  only  one  stop  in  Ochiltree  County.  Hatching  in  these  two 
counties  is  not  general  to  date  and  nyraphal  populations  are  con- 
siderably less  than  one  per  square  yard.  First  nymphs  were  found 
15  miles  southwest  of  Perryton,  Ochiltree  County,  on  Anril  IS, 


Missouri,  L,  Haseman  (April  25) i Infestation  has  returned  to  normal 

over  the  State,  with  the  exception  of  a few  counties  in  the  south- 
central  and  southeastern  part,  where  eggs  were  hatching  in  sheltered, 
sunny  spots  on  April  IS,  according  to  G.  D.  Jones,

MORMOIT  CRICKET  ( Anahrus  simplex  Raid,) 

South  Dakota,  B.  M.  Gaddis  (April  I3) ! Began  hatching  near  Wood  in 
•Mellette  County  during  the  first  vreek  in  April, 

Wyoming.  (April  6-12):  First-instar  crickets  were  reported  in  Sheridan 
County  on,  April  5 and  in  Hot  Springs  County  on  April  12, 

Montana,  (April  13-19)*  Reported  ha.tching  in  Big  Horn  County. 

Idaho,  (March  30''April  5)^  Crickets  were  reported  the  week  ended 

April  5 to  he  hatching  only  in  the  Monroe  Creek  area  of  Washington 
County.  On  Auril  3*  SO  percent  of  the  crickets  observed  in  that 
locality  were  in  the  first  instar.  Crickets  are  reported  to  he 
■hatching  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State  in  Bingham,  Clark,  Fre- 
mont, and  Jefferson  Counties,  (April  6-12):  Crickets  are  re- 
ported to  have  hatched  over  the  entire  State;  however,  no  migra- 
tions have  been  reported  and  the  crickets  are  generally  confined 
to  the  egg  beds.  The  coverage  hatch  in  the  eastern  pcort  of  the  State 
is  less  than  50  percent  completed,  (April  I3-I9)!  Hatching  through 
out  the  State  is  estim.ated  to  be  60  percent  complete,  with  approxi- 
mately 60  percent  of  the  nymphs  in  the  first  instar  a.nd  4C  percent 
in  the  second.  The'  generally  cool  and  stormy  weather  appa.rently 
has  had  no  adverse  influence  uuon  the  emerged  crickets.  For' 'the 
most  part  they  are  remaining  on  the  egg  beds,  v/ith  the  exception 
of  1 smcoll  band  in  Clark  County,  averaging  50  crickets  per  square 
yard,  which  v^as  reuorted  to  have  mig^ted  into  an  alfalfa  field. 
First  cricket  hatches  are  reported  for  several  of  the  counties  in 
the  State  as  follow's:  Bingham  County,  April  3;  Jefferson  County, 
March  29;  Cla,rk  County,  April  1;  and  Fremont  County,  April  7* 

Utah,  G.  F.  Knoitlton  et  a.l,  (March  31)^  Mormon  crickets  are  hatching 
out  in  considerable  niimbers  on  egg  beds  on  Lookout  Pass  and  in  a 
few  other  places  in  Utah  and  Juab  Counties,  A few  are  now  in  the 
second  instar,  (April  4):  Approximately  10  percent  of  the  eggs 
have  hatched  at  Silver  City  on  south  slopes  and  50  percent  at 
Knia-ht's  Tunnel  foothill  areas,  in  Utah  County,  Approximately  55 
percent  have  hatched  at  Lookout  Point,  in  Tooele  County,  (April  12) 
Control  operations  began  on  hatching'  grounds  near  Siberia,  in  Utah 
County,  on  April  8 and  at  Lookout  Pass,  in  Tooele  County,  on  April 
9,  but  were  discontinued  on  April  10  because  of  weather  conditions. 
Cool  vreather  retarded  hatching,  (April  26):  Fir st-insta.r  larvae 
are  abundant  at  lower  elevations  hear  Eureka,  in 'Juab  County,  Fggs 
on  higher  areas  nearby,  are  still  unhatched,  A-oproximately  90  pei”- 
cent  of  the  young  crickets  dusted  in  the  Lookout  Pa.ss'area  during 
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the  preceding  week  v^ere  killed.  First-  and  second-instar  crickets 
are  /being  dusted  in  foothill  areas  south  of  Flberta,  in  Utah  County, 

A few  third-instar  nymphs  now  are  found  in  the  counties  just  mentioned, 

Nevada,  B,  M,  Gaddis  .(April  6-12):  A general  storm  over  the  cricket-in- 
fested area  of  the  St.ate  retarded  cricket  development.  Hatching  of 
crickets  in  Humboldt  County  is  reported  complete,  except  at  the  higher 
elv^vations,  and  many  crickets  are  in  the  second  and  third  instars. 
(April  13-19)5  the  area  adjacent  to  Elko,  in  Elko.  County,  it  vras 

noted  that  crickets  had  developed  from  first  to  second  instars,  even 
with  the  unfavorable  v/eather  which  prevailed.  Apparently  little 
cricket  mortality  resulted  from  the  low  temperatures  and  heavy  rains, 

Oregon.  (April  6-12):  Mormon  crickets  ra,nge  from  first  to  sixth  instars, 
most  of  them  being  in  the  fourth  instar,  in  Wasco  a.nd  Jefferson 
Counties  and  from  first  to  fourth  instars  in  Baker,  Gilliam,  Sherman, 
and  Umatilla  Counties.  (April  I3-I9)!  •.  Eifth-instar  crickets  are  now 
appearing  at  the  lower  elevations  in  Baker  County.  In  Gilliam  County 
they  are  in  fourth  to.  seventh  instars.  In  Sher.man  County  thev  are  in 
third  and  fourth  instars,  with  S5  percent  in  the  fourth.  From  second 
to  fourth  insta,rs  are  reported  in  Wasco  and  Jefferson  Counties, 

Washington.  L,  G,  Smith  (April  22):  Mormon  crickets  started  to  hatch  on 

FebruarA  2U  in  the  Goodnoe  Hills  a.rea  of  Klickitat  County  and  the  first 
week  in  March  in  Franklin  CQuaty. 

B.  M.  Gaddis  (March  30*“-'’^P^il  5)5  Hatch  in  Franklin  County  was  95 
percent  completed  at  the  close  of  the  week,  with  the  crickets  ranging 
from  second  to  fifth  instars,  (April  6-12):  Crickets  in  Franklin 
County  range  from  the  second  to  sixth  instars,  with  pouulations  of  from 
5 to  96  per  squore  v-^.rd,  (Auril  13-"19)5  Crickets  in  Franklin  County 
range  from  third  to  seventh  inst'^rs,  with  approximately  80  percent  in 
the  sixth  instar.  Populations  r.-^^nge  fro.m  10  to  100  per  square  yard,

tomato  plants  in  Griffin. 

Mississippi.  C.  Lvle  (April  25)5  Damage  reported  fro.m  Attala  and  Tate 
Counties, 

Missouri.  L,  Hasernan  (April  25).!  Modera.telj^  abundant  during  month  through- 
out central  part  of  the  State;  damaging  a.  few  garden  crops. 

South  Carolina,  C,  F,  Rat nwater  (April  26):  Found  injuring  soybeans  at 
Saint  Matthews,  Calhoun  County, 
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H.  E.  Jaques  (A-oril).:  Light  in  scattered  counties  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  State, 

Kansas.  H.  R.  Bryson  (April  12):  Agrotis  orthogonia  Morr.  was  reported 
as  causing  injury  to  wheat  in  the^yicinity  of  Ha.ys, 

Oklahona,  R.  A.  Fenton  (April  25):  The  pale  western  cutworm  Is  -attacking 
wheat  in  Texas  and  Cimarron  Counties. 

C.  F.  Stiles  (May  l):  The  pale  western  cutworm  is  generally  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  western  half  of  Beaver  and  Texas  Counties. 

Som*e  fields  have  "been  dama-ged  severely.  In  1 field  of  l60  acres  at 
least  60  percent  of  the  wheat  has  "been  killed,  worms  occurring  at 
the  rote  of  6 per  linear  foot  of  drill  row, 

Texas.  R.  K.  Fletcher  (Auril'.lU):  A,  orthogonia  reported  from  Hansford 
C oun  ty . 

Utah.  C.  F.  Knowlton  (A-oril  U);  Cutworm  injury  severe  in  ITorth  Creek  and 
South  Creek  areas,  near  Beaver,  (A-oril  14):  Rather  abundant  in  some 
alfalfa  fields  anf’  plowed  land  at  North  Logan  and  Providence  in  Cache 
County.  (Auril  23):  New  outbreaks  are  occurring  in  alfalfa  and  wheat 
fields  at  Fountain  Green  and  near  Mount  Pleasant,  (April  2U):  Abun- 
dant in  some  home  gardens  at  Logan. 

W.  E.  Peay  (April  26):  Cutworms  are  severe  on  100  acres  of  alfalfa 
and  grain  o.t  Penrose,  wher^  they  did  considerable  dam.age  last  year. 

Washington.  M.  C.  Lane  (April  3):  Damage  by  Abagroti s barnesi  Benj. 

serious  in  several  commercial  Concord  grape  vineyards  at  Kennewick, 
the  damage  consisting  of  holes! in  buds. 

Oregon.,  B.  G.  Thompson  (April  S);  The  v/estern  army  cutv'orm  ( Chori  zagro  ti  s 
agrestis  Gr^te)  infested  an  area  in  Harney  County  containing  5»000 
acres  of  sagebrush  pasture  and  SOO  acres  of  grain.  Thirty  acres  of 
crested  wheatgrass  v/as  destrq^’-ed,  with  the  heaviest  damage  occurring 
in  r;/efields  an'--  wheatfields,  Frou  20  to  30  larvae  per  square  foot 
observed  in  heavier  concentrations. 

California^.  R.  E.  Campbell  (March):  Peri  drome,  aargari  tesa  Haw.  collected 
on  sugar  beets  east  of  Brawley  and  on  iv-^'termelons  east  of  Calexico  on 
March  11  and  12,  respectively,  Feltia.  annexa  Treit.  collected  on  sugar 
beets  south  of  Brav.ley  on  March  11.  Agroti s ypsilon  Rott,  collected 
on  sugar  beets  south  of  Holtville,  and  ea.st  of  El  Centro  on  March  11. 

L.  G.  Jones  (April  Iq)!  Specimens  of  P,  marrari to sa  and  A.  ypsilon 
were  received  from  Sacramento,  with  report  that  they  were  damaging 
young  alfalfa,  flax,  and  sugar  beets.

Kansas.  B.  M.  Gaddis  (March  30~-A-pril  5)*  Infestations  were  reported  in 
the  follov/ing  counties  during  the  week;  Mead,  one  case  reported; 
Edwards,  a general  infestation  confined  to  grassla.nds  from  which  the 
worms  were  moving  into  crops;  Rush,  a light,  scattered  infestation; 
Ellis,  a serious  general  infestation.  ■ (April  13-I9)!  Cool  and  rainy 
wecO.ther  during  the  last  3 weeks  has  retarded,  cutworm  development  and 
feeding  and  has  permitted  rapid  growth  of  winter  wheat  and,  as  a re- 
sult, army  cutworms  have  done  compa.ratively  little  damage.  Some  dam- 
age is  reported  in  areas  where  alfalfa,  is  the  principal  crop  and  com- 
plete destruction  of  several  fields  of  new  seedings  is  reported  in 
Stafford  and  Reno  Counties, 

Montana.  H.  B.  Mills  (April  4):  Q,uite  ahund-ant  hut  spotted  on  wheat  around 
Carhan  and  Yellowstone,  Last  general  outbreak  occurred  in  193^  some 
injury  was  sustained  in  1937* 

Wyoming.  B.  M.  Gaddis  (April  13-I9)!  Army  cutworm  infestations  are  re- 
ported in  Campbell  and  Goshen  Counties;  severity  of  infest'^tion  has 
not  been  determined,  owing  to  weather  conditions, 

Colorado.  S.  C.  McCa.mpbell  (March):  Heavy  infestations  reported  through- 
out the  month  in  Larimer,  Morgan,  Washington,  Ada.ms,  Jefferson,  Yuma, 
Weld,  and  Denver  Counties,  in  the  northeastern  section  of  the  State, 

In  most  cases  the  larvae  are  moving  into  wheatfields  from  adjacent 
sod  land.

and  moderate  inf est.ations  in  wheat  in  an  area  southeast  of  Peetz, 

Logan  County.  Light  localized  infestations  v/ere  found  in  pasture 
land  in  Phillips  and  Sedgwick  Counties  and  in  the  sandhills  north  of 
Wra.y,  in  Yuma  County.  A modera.te  infesta.tion  in  winter  wheat  and 
range  la.,nd  was  found  south  of  Eckley,  in  Yuma.  County.  (April  13-19)5 
Surveys  were  made  during  the  week  in  Weld,  Larimer,  Morgan,  Washington, 
Logan,  Adams,  and  Arapahoe  Counties.  Armv  cutworm.s  were  found  at 
most  stoTDS  made  in  the  aforementioned  counties,  but  in  only  a few  in- 
stances wa.s  there  a he^.vy  crop  damage  and  this  was  chiefly  to  winter 
wheat.

found  to  have  been  reduced  by  baiting  to  a light  infestation.  Light 
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to  severe  infestations  were  found  for  1 mile  ivest  r.nd  IS  miles  east 
of  Kuner,  in  Weld  County.  ConsideralDle  damage  was  observed  to  spring 
and  winter  wheat  adjacent  to  range  land  northwest  of. Fort  Morgan  in 
Morgan  Count.y,  but  most  of  the  wheat,  except  late  fall  and  spring 
plantings,  is  expected  to  make  satisfactory  recovery,  ilrmy  cutworm 
infestations  are  still  threatening  to  late,  fall  and  spring  grain  plant- 
ings in  southeastern  Weld  and  northeastern  Adams  Counties.

than  2,200  a,cres,  mostly  wheat  and  alfalfa,  in  Beaver  County,  (April
